\Hail Studies Begin In Central Albe 


This week and next an appeal 
for detailed hail information will 
be received through the mail by 
20,000 persons in central Alberta. 
This appeal marks the beginning of 
the fourth season in Alberta Hail 
Studies, a research project devoted 
to the study and understanding of 
the physical process at work in Al- 
berta’s destructive hail storms. The 
project area, from which hail infor- 
mation is sought extends from We- 
taskiwin to High River and from 
Camrose - Drumheller westward. 
Storms in this area are detected 
and measured by means of a special 
weather radar installation at Pen- 
hold. By relating the hail infor- 
mation to the radar observations, 
the weathe; scientists are able to 
determine in detail the history of 
the storm. 

The hail information which is 
sought includes the date and lo- 
cation of the hail, the exact time 
it began and how long it lasted. 
The project also secks information 
on the largest hail stones observed, 
and welcomes additional remarks 


& 


hail, whether it is clear or opaque 
ete. Special postcards are being 
supplied on which the information 
can be noted, In addition the pub- 
lic is invited to phone hail infor 
mation, collect, to project head- 


quarters, whose phone number is 
Red Deer 2345. 


Alberta Hail Studies is supported 
by the Research Council of Alberta 
and the Meteorological Service of 
Canada. The storm detection ra- 
dar is supplied and maintained by 
the National Research Council. 
Planning of the program, and study 
of the data, is assisted by the 
Stormy Weather Group of McGill 
University. Field headquarters for 
the project is at RCAF Station Pen- 
hold, where there will be a staff of 
eight this summer. In addition to 
collecting hail reports and radar 
data, the group plans to collect and 
measure samples of hail, to make 
photographie studies of the storm 
clouds themselves, and to determine 
, the small-scale pressure disturban- 
ces Which are associated with the

There are so many new fabrics 
and finishes on the market it is 
very difficult to determine what 
the fabric is unless there ig an in- 
formation tag on the article. Dif-

If directions are followed, a good 
label assures good laundering. Buy 
fabrics with labels that are truly 
informative, 

Since many labels are not as 
they should be it is important that 
you as homemakers have a general 
wnderstanding of many of the tex- 
tile terms. 

1. Disciplined Cotton, Drip-Dry 
oy Wash and Wear - are all terms 
for a fabric which has been treated 
So that it can be washed and worn 
With little or no ironing. The fab- 
ric may be: 

‘a’ Cotton with a resin finish. 

‘b) A Man-Made fibre (e.g. dac- 

ron, orlon, arnel, ete.) 

‘3) A blend of cotton and one of 

these synthetic fibres, 

Wash in water that is warm but 
not to hot. 

Unless label states you can, never 
use a Chlorine Bleach, water that 
has been treated with Chlorine, or 
& soap that contains such a bleach 
as this destroys the drip-dry qual- 
ity and produces a yellow color. 

2. Dacron or Terylene - Two 
names for the same material which 
boasts superior strength, is wash- 
able, drip-dry, wrinkle resistant and 
is very good for wearing apparel, 
|knitting yarns and sewing thread. 
| 3. Banlon - is a process than can 
be applied to any known fabric 
rather than a fabric itself. Banlon 
process is most commonly applied 
to nylon. The desirable qualities 
of this “crimping” process is light 
weight, softness, a high degree of 
absorbency, quick drying, durabil- 
ity and resistance to shrinking and 
stretching. The sweaters have a 
tendancy to snag and will crease 
readily, However, if hung up the 
creases fall away quickly.
